LAST MOMENTS OF THE QUEEN. 


At the latter end of last month her majesty 


feit herself indrspo-ed, in consequence, as we 
understand, of having taken a very large dose 
of magnesia, winch was supposed lo hair; c rea- 
red 
an obstruction in the bowels, 
which was 


followed by inflammatory symptoms. On ThorS 
day, the 2d mat. she was attended by three phy 
sicians, of whom the senior wis Dr. Maton, 
mu>h distinguished by his skilful and zealous 
care of the late duke of Kent. 
In the course 
cf that day her majesty was copiously b!ed " 
she passed a quiet night, but her symptoms re- 
mained the same. 
The following day she was 


immersed for 
about a quarter of an hour in a 


warm bath, which moderated the pain, but in 
other respect» was unavailing. Connected with 
the inflammation of the bowels was a nausea at 
the stumach, which repelled both food and medi- 
cine. 
Another physician, Dr. Ainslie, was now 


called in, and her majesty's legal advisers, most 
of whom Were on the point of setting off fur 
their different circuits, also attended to assist 
in the arrangement of her property and other 
legal matters ; and it is understood that her will 
was then drawn up. 
She passed an indifferent 
night, but towards rhe morning uf Saruiday ob- 
tained some tranquil sleep, and in the course of 
the day Wt.s 
able to keep some gruel on her 


-tomach. She slept great part of the day, which 
induced some observers to believe that an in- 
ward mortification had commenced. She, how- 
ever, continued loierably easy, and passed thai 
night better than the preceding one ; but Sun- 
day produced no apparent change in her symp- 
toms 
In the course of this day, Dr. Baillie was 


sent for by express to Gleucestershire. During 
ihe night of Sunday she had Some relief, and, 
for the first time bopet began to be entertained 
that she had passed the crisis of her di-order.— 
In rile morning of Monday her state was cer- 
tainly more favourable than it had been. 
At 


half past two o'clock on itiatday Dr, Baillie ar- 
rived, and immediately held a consultation wiih 
the four other physicians. 
Her 
majesty had 
been bled with leecheJ, and found herself able 
to retain on her stomach a little arrow ruot, and 
some medicine; sha had a!so, at her own re- 
quest, been raised from her bed, and was seat- 
ed in an arm chair, when she was first seen by 
Dr. Baillie, 
From these and o.ber circumstan- 


ces, the medical gentlemen viewed the case in 
a more favourable li^lit than they had before 
done, but hesitated to pronounce the queen out 
of danyer : though, -as was natural, ilia hopes tit 
her domestics and others personally interested 
in her recovery, outstripped rhe caution of tb» 
physician».
